Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Prior to the interview applicant submitted a set of proposed claims by e-mail. During the interview applicant 
indicated flexibility concerning how to proceed with claim amendments including possibly combining claims 1 and 2. 
Examiner noted the thin evidentiary support for very broad claims, emphasized that additional test data was possible in 
supplement of existing data, and that this kind of supplemental! data might be helpful in determining whether this 
disclosure was directed to treating a variety of malnutrition (Is D-ribose a dietary requirement?), directed to 
performance enhancing nutritional supplementation, and/or directed to the treatment of a specific disease condition or 
conditions. 

Examiner indicated that pharmaceutical or medicinal treatment claims were examined by the USPTO with a higher 
degree of scrutiny to insure that there was a reasonable likelihood of efficacy of the claimed treatment, but that the 
level of scrutiny was not exhaustive. 

Applicant indicated that the planned response would include two previously united references and possibly a 
declaration including as yet unpublished data. Examiner requested any information available to applicant concerning 
whether D-ribose was capable of crossing the blood/brain barrier. 

No agreements were reached concerning allowable subject matter.
